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Bill may require schools to test their water 


Lead, copper bill passes Indiana House, on to Senate

All Indiana schools could soon be re- 
quired to test for lead and copper con- 
taminants in their water. 

House Bill 1265, authored by Rep. 
Carolyn Jackson, D-Hammond, would 


require the testing be completed by all 
schools by 2023. It passed the House 
Thursday, 89-2. Reps. Shane Lindauer, 
R-Jasper, and J.D. Prescott, R-Union 
City, were the only votes against the bill. 
It will be taken up by the Senate next 
week. 

The dangers of lead in drinking water 


has been a national concern since the 
2014 water crisis in Flint, Michigan, 
when a change in the city’s water supply 
exposed 100,000 residents to the heavy 
metal neurotoxin. 

“We now realize that there are so 
many problems with lead in the water,” 
Jackson said. “It’s so bad in some situa- 
tions that’s its frightening. 

“We don’t want to be classified with 


Flint. Were better than that. Were 
proactive and we’re going to work to 
make sure we take care of our children 
here in this state immediately.” 
Originally, the bill dealt only with 
schools in Lake County, where water 
contamination is known to be a prob- 
lem. Rep. Sue Errington, D-Muncie,

‘Tm an Andretti 


John — Aldo’s son, Mario’s nephew - loses battle with colon cancer

John Andretti, the versatile racer who waged a public battle with colon can- 
cer, has died at age 56, Andretti Autosport announced Thursday. He was the 
nephew of Mario Andretti and son of Aldo. 

‘Tm an Andretti,” Andretti told IndyStar in May 2018. “I already beat the age I 
should have lived to. Growing up when you're a little bit wild in a race car, I think 
everybody in our family’s always heard this: ‘Yow re not going to live to see 20? 
Then it was, ‘You’re not going to live see 25, then, ’30’ 

“But here I am. Still going. Our family’s already been through plenty of trials, 
and we're still here. To get taken down by this, well, I’m going to go out giving it 


the strongest fight I can give it.” 


Andretti was almost predestined for the cockpit of a racing machine, born 
while his father still was competing in various racing circuits. But the fact that 
those close to him — from family to racing peers and charity associates — 
agreed that his most impactful achievements came off the racetrack paints the 
picture of the person Andretti was outside of a race car.

Forestal 
seeks help 


in bid for 
reelection

Indiana Rep. Dan Forestal is gearing 
up for a reelection campaign even as a 
pending felony case threatens his fu- 
ture as a lawmaker. 

The east-side Democrat registered 
Jan. 8 to run in Indiana’s primary elec- 
tion in May. If he’s convicted of a felo- 
ny charge, though, Indiana law would 
bar him from serving. 

Forestal faces one low-level felony 
charge and two misdemeanor charges 
after investigators say he threatened 
to punish police officers 
who pulled him over in 
August. He also is ac- 
cused of impersonating 
a law enforcement offi- 
cer, struggling with offi- 
cers and drunken driv- 
ing. 

Forestal appears to 
reference his criminal case in letters he 
recently sent to Democratic party in- 
siders. 

“As you may or may not be aware, 
this past summer was a time of ex- 
treme challenge and difficulty for me 
personally,” Forestal wrote. “The road 
to this letter has not been easy, howev- 
er, I want you to know that I am work- 
ing hard every single day to overcome 
these challenges and to conduct my- 
self in a manner which I hope will re- 
store your faith in me.” 

Forestal went on to describe why he 
is seeking reelection: “As I contemplat- 
ed this decision it became clear that 
my desire to serve and fight for the 
constituents of House District 100 pro- 
vided me the strength to move for- 
ward.” 

Forestal, 36, did not immediately 
return an IndyStar request for com- 
ment Thursday morning. 

During a traffic stop, Indianapolis 
Metropolitan Police officers reported 
that Forestal said he would sue them 
for violating his civil rights. 

“Mr. Forestal also identified himself 
as an Indianapolis firefighter, a state 
representative and the nephew of the 
Marion County Sheriff,’ police wrote. 

Forestal threatened to “have” all of 
the officers’ badges, according to a po- 
lice report. 

Forestal comes from a politically 
connected family that includes his un- 
cle, Marion County Sheriff Kerry 
Forestal. 

Former Marion County Prosecutor 
Terry Curry, also a Democrat, sought a 
special prosecutor over the summer 
because Forestal donated money to 
Curry’s campaign and volunteered his 
time. Ryan Mears, a Democrat who
